Injunction proceedings designed to 
pre\ent the building of a free hbrary 
on the Memorial Mansion property, 
will be started possibly today but 
probably ton-orrow. 
This was learn- 


ed this morning from Henry C. Leigh, 
counsel for the organizations which 
have united in opposing the library 
structure on the site donated recent- 
ly by the city council. 
Mr. Leigh stated that the time ol 


filing the suit would depend on when 
he could get a sufficient number ot 
the members of the organizations he 
represents together to s"ign the bill, 
but he indicated that the library con- 
troversy would reach the stage ot act- 
ual litigation tomorrow. 
The effect of the chancery suit will 
be virtually a 
request of Judge 


Price Withers for a' declaratory opin- 
ion on the rights of the city to permit 
the library on the Mansion grounds 
under the terms of the deed by which 
the property was conveyed to the city 
in 1313. 
Should the case be carried 


to the Supreme court, it would prob- 
ably be a full year before the litiga- 
tion were ended and it is unlikely 
that any development of the library 
project would be undertaken during 
a legal settlement. 
, Considerable activity was noted 
yesterdaj in the library matter and, a 
stenographer was in the city hall, 
copying the records and preparing: 
the other papers necessary for in- 
junction proceedings. There is a pos- 
sibility of other litigation since the 
donor of the library building has re- 
quested that sne he reimbursed for 
her initial expenses in drawing up the 
plans for a library and her travelling 
expenses in going to various cities to 
study the best library structures in 
nearby cities. These expenses will be 
approximately two thousand dollars.

It was indicated in quarters close 


to Miss Schoollield that the injunc- 
tion proceedings would not be contest- 
ed and that the donor would feel un- 
willing to be involved in any litiga-

WILLIAMSBURO. Va.. Juno 18.— 
Bureaucracy In Washington, tho oeat 
of the national government, must be 
curtailed In Its far-reaching progress 
or tho value of the federal principle 
•will be dissipated forever," Frank 
O. Iiowden. former Governor of Illi- 
nois today told tho student body of 
William and Mary College In his com- 
mencement address. 
' • 
Touching upon the constitution, the 
hlngs -which tho constitution stood 
for, paying tribute to Ita trainers, Mr. 
,iowden denounced the attempts of 
rarlous bureaus in Washington to In- 
'ringe, as he put It, upon the rights 
of the States as Individuals. 
Propaganda, he said, la dairy being 
rrled on by these bureaus, "under 
he guise of liberal contributions to 
he State, which will result in taking 
from the federal treasury, hundreds 
of 
millions of 
dollars for 
objects 


which must remain the are of the 
State is to remain an entity in our 
national system." 
He expressed his opinion that the- 


country now entering upon an 
era of 
'iniscriminate amendments" to 
the 
federal constitution. Once, he stated, 
he representatives of the people in 
congress regarded the constitution so 
sacredly that an amendment thereto 
ivas approadhed with something of 
awe. But today, he further declared, 
amendments to tho constitution seem 
regarded as hardly more than the 
enactment of a statute is regarded.

Fattening of cattle on the elevator 
screenings was tried out during the 
past winter with gratifying results. 
There is practically an inexhaustible 
jsupply of the screenings at the head- 
/of-the-lakes. and the wintering of 
cattle, as well as sheep, will probably 
be carried on extensively next winder.

Italy and Portugal, whose 
laws, llk,e Spain's, compel their ships 
to serve wine to their crews, are pro- 
testing vigorously against the dry 
law's application to their vessels in 
American waters.
